GELATINE STOPS HEMORRHAGES

making gelatine very useful in controlling hem- 
orrhages or bieeding. 

Some doctors have advised the injection of ster- 
ilized gelatine solutions directly into the blood 
stream, but I do not believe this is as satisfactory 
as administering gelatine by way of the mouth 
When gelatine reaches the stomech, it is converted 
by the stomach juices into a substance called gal- 
atose which is readily absorbed by the mucous 
membranes of the small intestines and causes an 
increase of the fibrin ferment in the blood. 


Solutions of sterilized gelatine may be 
directly as an application on hemorrhages; for in- 
stance, if bleeding from the nose is severe and not 
readily stopped by ordinery methods, one may 
spray into the nose a@ solution containing from 5 to 
10% gelatine. If bleeding occurs from the colon, it 
may often be stopped by the injection of enemes 
containing about 10% solution of galatine. Hem- 
orrhages from the stomach are sometimes best 
brought under control by the use of gelatine milk. 
Even excessive bleeding as sometimes occurs in 
women is often readily brought under control by 
the use of gelatine. Excessive stomach acidity may 
be neutralized by gelatine. It should be used before 
going to the dentist for a tooth extraction, if one 
has a tendency to excessive bleeding.

When taken internally, as much as three ounces 
of the dried gelatine may be taken in a day, using 
an ounce at a time, morning, noon and night If one 
prefers, some of the prepared fruit-flavored gel- 
atine desserts may be used instead, simply dissolv 
ing a package of the preparation in @ cupful of 
warm water and drinking it down. For local ap- 
plications to stop bleeding the plain gelatine is 
preferable; it si i be boiled to sterilize it, then 
allowed to cool. Compressed or tampons dipped in 
this solution may be applied to bleeding regions.
